I found out about the rally a couple days before it was 
I supposed to happen from a friend who had been handed a 
I flier at a Front 242 show in Denver. The flyer was laid out 
1 pretty wed and gave most details on what was planned to 
I happen. The rally was sponsored by a KKK chapter and 
I the American White Supremacist Party (AWSP). Speakers 
I were to include Matt Hale of the AWSP and some KKK 
dinks. According to the flyer there was supposed to be a 
march from 16th and Market to the State capitol were a 
huge rally was to be held. I had heard rumors that officials 
I expected to see 1000 attending the rally. 

Wed, Saturday morning we showed up at 16th 
I and Market just like the flyer said, to watch, photograph 
and heckle the marchers. We looked but nothing seemed 
unusual except for maybe a couple skins also looking for 
the huge crowd. So we headed towards the capitol where 
they were supposed to congregate for the rally after the 
| march. It turned out they must have had a last minute 
change of plans and scrapped their march. We arrived at 
| the capitol during somebody's speech. At first I was pretty 
surprised to see what at first glance appeared to be a 
huge crowd in front of the capitol steps and about fifty 
nazi fucks in "uniform" on the steps waving amerikan and 
british flags as welt as flags with swastikas, white power 
symbols and a folkish cross"(the AWSP symbol) sieg 
hailing and being the usual dorkish fucks. At second 
| glance however, I noticed that those on the lawn in front of 
the capitol steps were mostly either media photographers 
, camera people , reporters, a decent number of counter 
protestors and an unnerving number of cops both 
mounted, in riot gear and undercover there to protect the 
boneheads. After carefully studying as many faces as I 
could see over the mounted police I recognized about 10 - 
15 of them from getting their asses kicked at a militantly 
anti racist dance dub in Colorado Springs. Further down , 
across a street there were hundreds of anti nazi 
protestors with signs and banners chanting and 
encouraging cars to honk in order to drown out the bone 
I and cone heads on top of the hill. Cops were attempting to 
keep as many of the protestors as far away from the nazis 
as they could with varying degrees of success. Most 
groups complying with the peace police stayed behind the 
lines but quite a few people including myself managed to 
I sneak around the pigs to the bottom of the steps where 
| most of the commotion was happening. A group of people 
chanted "your heads look like dildos" as well as various 
other humiliating stuff including a group of blacks, 
chicanos, punks and other "mudrace" friends chanting 
"my baby's gonna fuck your baby” to a pregnant nazi on 
I the steps, at some point during the party a plane flew 
I overhead trailing a the words "RACISM IS IGNORANCE". 

An anti racist demonstrator from Colorado Springs 
managed to sneak past more cops into the boneheads 
next to a speaker interrupting him in mid sentence with an 
I extremely loud blast from a compressed air horn 
[disrupting the little order they had. From that point on the 


chanting, noiaamaking and hackling grow so loud that I 
doubt even tha boneheads could hoar themsalves let 
atona thoir proud leaders only several feet away. Three old 
men emerged in KKK garb near the end of their celebration 
but didnl make too much of any kind of impact. As the 
party* went on, the usually loud, macho and violent white 
supremacists were starting to look more and more 
nervous. Most looked flat out scared shitless. Especially 
after realizing they were about to have a hell of a hard time 
trying to get back to the safety of their homes. On the 
bottom of the hill most protestors got by the police blocks 
and managed to get to the capitol where the Klansmen and 
local Nazi leaders were making feeble attempts to make it 
to their cars. They eventually succeeded with the help of 
fellow fascists DPD who encircled them on horseback and 
escorted them to their cars which were bashed and 

I " chased until out of sight. Several people were arrested for 
minor charges here. The rest of the nazis (those which 
hadn't managed to blend in w. the crowd and/or just sneak 
away) who had to take the bus home were escorted by 
cops to the bus station under a constant shower of saliva 
and snot and occasional bottles or pieces of trash. Cops 
and supremacists eventually made it but were denied 
access to the bus by a bus driver who immediately closed 
his doors after seeing who was about to get on. Pigs in riot 
gear then proceeded to aggressively push the by now 
extremely pissed, vocal and physical crowd back onto the 
sidewalk. Cops arrested several people at this point. One 
photographer was arrested for damage to police property 
as he accidently backed into a cop motorcycle that was 
attempting to corner part of the crowd into a wall. 

Eventually an empty bus arrived to save the racists from 
the public. Full cans, bottles and trash were thrown as 
they scrambled to get in. One cop was hit. The bus left 
and the crowd chased the bus for a few blocks. The 
chased turned into a march down streets around the 
capitol. Briefly a small group of anarchists pulled together 
dragging behind in the dirt a nazi amerikkkan flag. Nobody 
bothered us. Now that the boneheads had left people 
seemed to pull together as a unified mass concentrating 
more on each other than on hate for the nazis. The crowd 
pulled around back towards the capitol where the anti nazi 
£ marchers filled the steps chanting “Never Again* and 
■ “Unity*. We stayed for over an hour. 

It felt incredibly powerful to be with hundreds of 
other people united against white supremacy and totally 
ready to take an active stance against it. Everybody 
together pissed as hell, yet at the same time united and 
not letting petty differences cause hate that the nazis , 
politicians and cops want so badly to see and work so 
hard at spreading. The chanting , holding hands and 
energy continued until after I left.

Insted played with Face Value in Syracuse. The show was moved to D.J.'s 
basement after the previous location was found unsuitable. Dave Upstate 
and I are the interviewers. 

Guav: What was the very first year? 

Steve: May of '86. 

G: You're old men...how many times have you toured across the country? 

Kevin: Three and a half. 

S: Yeah, we flew out to the east coast once, we considered that a half a tour, we 
played 11 shows in 10 days. 

G: Did your first tour have a really good response? 

S: It was okay....uhhm...#1, we were rookies, #2, the record had only been out for 
like...a month maybe. 

K: It wasn't promoted that well, but it was still a good tour. 

G: So how did you guys get hooked up with Epitaph? 

K: They did some research, and I guess they thought we could sell some 
records...they called me... 

G: So they approached you? 

K: Oh yeah, they approached us, sure, no prolem, we hooked up, they've been 
great to us. 

G: And the records selling pretty well? 

K: Oh yeah, really good. 

Dave: Why INSTED? 

G: Yeah, why'd you spell it wrong? 

S: We spelled it wrong so that you could identify with the band, instead of just the 
word, you see the word instead written all the time... 

K: It was back when we formed the band, now no one would do something like that, 
but back then it was a little bit of punk rock, a little bit of straight edge, everything 
mixed in. 

G: Did you have mohawks? 

K: No, but I mean I wore bondage pants, black leather jacket, leather boots, 
everything like that, so... 

S: Also the word instead is like the ultimate alternative word for the ultimate 
alternative music. We thought that summed up hardcore, and what we were trying 
to do was to give everybody the alternative route. 

D: What inspires INSTED. Not influences, but inspires you to keep going? 

S: Stuff like this, this basement show...where kids are just packed in there, having 
a good time. 

K: The fun, the travelling, seeing the country, everything. 

S: Plus, being across the country three times, we’ve seen alot of people’s lives that 
we've changed as people, just from being nice to them, and giving them our 
philosophies, not preaching to them, but just like "You're not S.E., and you were 
asking me why I was a vegetarian" I’m not gonna say,"Well, you should be a 
vegetarian" 

G: But the next time around you see they've changed. 

S: Yeah, like maybe they’re not a vegetarian, but I think they appreciate things 
more, or have a little more respect for S.E., like alot of people have damaged the 
name of S.E., with their whole hard attitudes, and stuff like that. 

G: Are you all vegetarians? 

S: Yes. 

G: Any vegans? 

S: No. 

K: It's just something we havn't tried yet... 

S: Veganism is a great thing, we just havn't gotten to that step yet. 

D: What are your opinions on all the harcore so called "trends", like...oh 
...say Krishna...Hardline... 

K: Ithink the krisna thing can be bad ’cause it's. ..deep, it's extreme, and just putting 
it out on a record and touring is like..."Here, join.".. 

S: To a 14 year old kid...that's harsh. 

K: Marketing krishna to people ...krishna should be in a book like this, and if 
somebody wants to pick it up and read it, then okay, but just seeing an LP and being 
like, "I'm gonna be krishna", you can't explain the whole krishna phiosophy in an 
album, or going to a show, or talking for 10 minutes. It’s definately dragged some 
kids into it and I hope, I pray, that they don't get hurt, 'cause I already know of kids 
that have gotten hurt. 

G: Did that hit really big on the west coast too? 

S: Not so bad, for the most part, kids are just kinda taking it and blowing it off. 
Basically what Kevin and I are saying is, each to his own...as far as hardline 
goes...you know, at least they're taking a stand for what they believe in...which is 
more than I can say for alot of people. I mean saying you’re going to kill all 
carnivores is rediculous, but it doesn't really bother us at all. 

D: So how did it go tonight? 

S: It was fun, you know? At first we were like...Oh man... 


K: Not because it was a basement, but you know, when you're on tour, friday 
nights, you're used to playing big shows. 

G: Things like this probably keep it from getting monotonous. 

K: Yeah, it was fun, you know? D.J. was really nice to us. 

D: D.J. is god. (laughter) 

G: He's got an altar at home, it's the new thing..worshipping D.J....his 
followers wear blue and gold instead of saffron. 

A: (with a stroke of genius) What's your favorite color? 

K: White. 

G: Therefore you are racist... 

S: Navy blue. 

G: So if he's a racist, what are you? 

K: He's a crip. (Erba lurks by) 

G: Get out of here! 

Erba: What is this, a meeting of the vegans or something? 

G: Go back to Cleveland ! (D.J. creeps up) We were just talking shit about you. 
Dave was saying he hates you. 

D.J.: I'm full of hate myself... 

D: So what do you think of all the scenes, all the little labels, zines... 

G: They hate them Dave. 

S: That's what the song, "There's nothing like it" is about, there’s nothing like the 
hardcore scene. 

G: You don't see independant death metal records and shit like that. 

S: We put our 7" out on a little independant, it was the 3rd release on Nemesis. 

G: Now look at it 

S: Yeah, now it's quite established, but when we did it, it was just getting started. 

D: Would you ever do a tour with Bad Religion? 

S: They don't need us, it'd be great, but I don't think alot of clubs could afford to pay 
both bands. 

K: We'd just drag them down, they do their thing. 

S: It really would be great, but realistically speaking, it won't happen. We can both 
tour on our own and be happy. 

K: INSTED plays things like tonight, Bad Religion isn't into basements. 

G: They wouldn't have done that? 

K: Oh no...I’m not putting them down or anything, it's just a fact. 



G: Would you do another record on a smaller label? 

S: Yeah, well, as a matter of fact, when we get home, we might release our demo 
on a small label. 

G: Is there unreleased stuff on there? 

S: I mean, if you have the demo, you’ve heard it, but yeah, there’s stuff no one's 
heard, (talk turn to INSTED being respected at home, Fugazi's stand against 
aggressive dancing, and the new Release 7". Marc Wiener mumbles alot. We start 
to hear shouting out front and people laughing.) 

G: Is that Jackson? 

Someone: Hey, this little kids yelling at these people setting up a barbeque... 
D.J.: Jackson's going off. (A quick jog to the front yard reveals Jackson pointing 
a toy rifle at some college students next door.) 

Jackson: Get that dead animal off that grill right now! Look down the barrel of this 
gun boy! Look! How you like it? Right between the eyes! Either that or right in the 
butt! Thats what you’re gonna get! Come on! I dare you! Step to me! I’ll slay you 
like you slayed that animal! (Jackson is brought under control, but not until after 
he has joined the fray, drawn the sword of retribution, and brought it swiftly down 
upon the harvesters of sorrow.
